Mr. Lloyd George is undoubtedly right when 
he says that a good part of Europe has experienc- 
ed 4 reaction toward autocratic forms of govern- 
ment. Russia is under a bureaucracy more com- 
plete, quite as unscrupulous, and seemingly as 
well entreuched, as that of the Grand Dukes. In 
Greece the military party overthrew the regu- 
larly constituted Government exiled the King, 
end consolidated its position by killing the ex- 
Ministers. The tax-payers of Italy resorted to 
direct action to free themselves from a socialistic 
regime that was running the country. In Spain 
the army revolted, ousted the administration, and 
set up a military dictatorship under the King 
The Bulgarian authorities have taken extraor- 
dinary powers and employed troops to suppress 
a popular uprising. Germany is governed under 
martial law. This is a formidable-looking list of 
reverses for the democratic idea- 

But it does not follow that the great war was 
fought in vain, and that half Europe has slumped 
back into the political conditions of an earlier 
time. Nor that it can only be saved from that 
fate by intervention on the part of Britain, 
France and the United States. Excepting Russia, 
representative government in the countries named 
has only been temporarily suspended, and will 
restore itself when conditions become normal. In 
none of them is there reason to think that the 
change has been other than in the general wel- 
fare, and in some of them that is obviously tlic
